With profound gratitude to God, THE AMERICAN BrsteE Society submits 
to its auxiliaries and friends the following brief summary of some of its recent 
operations : 


Issues during the first eight months of the present fiscal year—April 1 to 
December 1—894,373 volumes. The issucs of December will reach at least 
100,000 additional, F 


ReEceErPts from all sources, April 1 to December 1, $809,566 45. 


AGENCIES.—The Society has employed thirty Agents, of whom three are in 
foreign countries. | 

The following statistics represent a portion only of the personal labours and 
receipts of twenty-six of these faithful servants of the Society in the Home field. 
During the past six months they have visited over 700 auxiliary Bible Socictics 
and Bible Committees ; attended more than 1,500 Bible meetings; delivered over 
1,500 sermons and addresses for the Bible cause; collected $64,614 72; remitted 
to the Parent Society $57,356 35; and obtained additional subscriptions, yct to 
be paid, amounting to $14,059 53. 


ARMY AND Navy.—The vast demand and supply for the Army and Navy 
still continue. This Society and its auxiliaries have distributed, since the war 
began, nearly or quite 2,000,000 of volumes to our defenders and enemies, 
Whole armies have been supplied, as well as detachments, hospitals, and camps, 
The United States Christian Commission and its branches alone have distributed 
over half a million of volumes granted them for this purpose by the Managers. 


PRISONERS OF Wak have always been supplied as soon as practicable. Five 
thousand Testaments were lately sent to Richmond for Union prisoners in that 
place. Of Confederate prisoners, probably 100,000 have been furnished with 
Testaments since their capture. 


THE SoutH.—Within the last six months the following large grants have 
been made: 20,000 volumes for the Confederate army in the Mississippi valley 
(Gen. J. E. Johnston’s); 25,000 to the Southern Baptist Sunday School Board ; 
50,000 for the Confederate troops in the Southwest (Gen. Brage’s army), and | 
others; 100,000 to the Board of Army Colportage of North Carolina, for troops 
in the Confederate armics, and destitute persons of that State. Various smaller 
distributions, through the Maryland Bible Society and other channels, will bring 
the grants for the South, during the last six monthe, up to about 200,000 
volumes, of which nearly 10,000 are Bibles. Most of these are for their armies 
in the field. 


THe PEOPLE OF CoLovR are receiving increasing attention, in our distribu- 
tions to soldiers, contraband camps, freedmen, churches and schools, superin- 
tendents of plantations, and chaplains. 


The ordinary work of the Society has been advancing. Many auxiliaries have 
secured a thorough canvass of their ficlds of labour, and tens of thousands of the 
poor and the destitute have thus been furnished with the Word of God. It is

grateful to be able to add, that we have resumed the operations of ouragenicles wa i 


in Missouri, Western Kentucky, and Nebraska. Negotiations are now pending 
for establishing an Agency in Colorado Territory and New Mexico. { «. 


Our foreign work continues to grow in interest and extent. New fields are 
opening, and the demand for the Word of God increases. | 


Two Agents have been appointed for Mexico, and three colporteurs are at 
work distributing Bibles in Brazil. Arrangeinents are made for Bible distribu- 


tion in Chili and Buenos Ayres. An excellent work is in progress in Germany,**~ 


under the auspices of Rev. Mr. Jacoby. Grants of funds bave been made for 
France. Plates are now in preparation in Florence, Italy, for printing the Italian 
Bivle; and the work of distribution in Italy is continued in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society by the Swiss-Italian Committee at Geneva. 


In Turkey the work was never more encouraging. The publication of the 
Scriptures in Turkish, Armeno-Turkish, and Arabic, is going on rapidly, and 
funds have been granted towards printing the Scriptures for the blind. in Egypt. 
Several colportcurs are employed by our Agent, Mr. Bliss, who are mecting with 
encouraging success. 


The work is also increasing in India and China; and arrangements are now 
on foot for extending it still more in those countries. Africa is not overlooked. 
To the Gospels by Mark and Luke in the Benga language, printed last year, have 
now been added the book of Genesis for the island of Corisco and vicinity, and 
the book of Genesis in the Zulu language. The Gospel by Mark, in the Creoles’ 
language, in the island of Curacoa, and the Syrian Testament, are in the press, 
and several portions of the Scriptures for the Micronesian Islands have been au- 
thorized. Other points, for the sake of brevity, we are compelled to omit. 

We entreat the friends of the Saviour and of the Bible to ponder these facts, 
‘pray over them, and act as God gives the ability. ‘Blessed are ye that sow be- 
side all waters.”

The subject for the Evening Session will be :—** How shall the aggressive power of the Church on 
the world, in the conversion of perishing men, be made more prominent and effective?” Interesting 
addresses may be expected upon these several topics, and all will be invited to participate. 


It is believed that the occasion will be one of special interest and profit, and we hope that all the 
Churches invited will be fully represented.

TO THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE BIBLE 
SOCIETY OF VIRGINIA, RICHMOND. 


GENTLEMEN :— 


Your letter of November 14th, 1863, by your Secretary, Mr. E. B. Bentley, 
was duly received, and read to the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society, by whose direction this reply is now sent. 

Be pleased to receive the thanks of this Board for your consent to receive 
and distribute to the Union soldiers “‘now prisoners of war in Virginia or else- 
where,” as you may have opportunity, whatever Bibles and Testaments we may 
think proper to send. Five thousand Testaments were recently forwarded, with 
other articles, by flag of truce, via Baltimore, but these passed through other 
channels of communication. 

It is manifest, from your letter, that the attitude of the American Bible 
Society, in this matter of distributing the Scriptures at the South, has been 
totally misinterpreted, both as to their disposition and action. Your Secretary 
says: ‘When for nearly two years after the beginning of the war no response 
was received to such applications as we thought we were justified in making, 
and this silence on the part of the American Bible Society seemed to give coun- 
tenance to the impression made upon the public here, that there was un- 
willingness to correspond with us, and that even the Word of God was included 
in the articles which the United States Government declared contraband, the 
Bible Society of Virginia sent a special agent to England,” &c. To all this our 
records furnish a full reply. On the 20th of May, 1861, the Rev. James H. 
M’ Neill, Secretary of the American Bible Society, and now an officer in the Con- 
_federate army, wrote as follows to your Secretary, Mr. Bentley, who had ordered 
‘books for your depository :—‘* We will send the whole order on as soon as 
possible. It is due to the Board to say that they have made every effort to sup- 
ply the wants of the Southern Societies as fully and freely as those of the North. 
No discrimination has been made, or will be made, between them, and no one 
can more deeply regret the occasion which has arisen to interrupt our blessed 
work than the members of this Board.” Special efforts were made for this end; 
but these were unsuccessful, solely because of the difficulty of communication 
and of forwarding our books, the Express Companies refusing to take packages . 
for any points beyond the military lines. On the llth July, 1861, the Board 
“ Resolved, That the Board of Managers do not see cause to make any alteration 
in their practice or policy in regard to supplying auxiliary societies.” This 
related especially to the distribution to auxiliaries at the South. At their next 
meeting, July 31, 1,100 Testaments were granted “ for soldiers of the Confederate 
army,” by request of Rev. Dr. Sampson, of Washington, who forwarded the 
same. In December, 1861, 1,000 Testaments were granted for Gen. Polk’s army 
at Columbus, Kentucky, by request of Rev. W. K. Talbot, of that place. These 
were delayed on the way at Cairo until after Gen. Polk had left Columbus, but 
afterwards were distributed by Mr. Talbot to Confederate prisoners confined 


there.

It will be seen also that 
all necessary military and other facilities have been cheerfully granted for 
transmitting the Word of God by the authorities of the United States and of 
the Confederacy. Amid all the troubles of the times, we can still rejoice 
that ‘‘ Tue Worp or Gop Is noT BounpD,’”’—| Eps.

GENTLEMEN :— 


Your communication of the 15th October last (through your Corresponding 
Secretary, Mr. Wm. J. R. Taylor) has been received. 

In reply, the Board of Managers of the Bible Society of Virginia have instruct- 
ed me to state: that they will very cheerfully receive and distribute to the 
Federal soldiers, now prisoners in Virginia, or elsewhere, as they may have 
opportunity, whatever Bibles and Testaments you may think proper to send, 
and they also thank you very truly for those with which you have supplied the 
Confederate soldiers, who have been prisoners of war within your lines. The 
Board have not thought proper to ask the Confederate authorities for permission 
to distribute these volumes to Federal prisoners, as you have requested, because 
those authorities have always encouraged the most unlimited freedom in the 
distribution of the Word.of God to all, whether friends or enemies. 

In the printed circulars, enclosed in your letter, you say “that nearly 80,000 
volumes have been given to the Bible Society of Virginia, and others in that 
State.” We can only say that they have never been received. We have indeed 
received, about the end of April, 1863, 5,000 pocket Testaments from the Mary- 
land Bible Society ; and we were assured that 9,000 more would soon be sent. 
These, however, never reached us, 

Your Corresponding Secretary says in his letter of October 18th, 1863, “that 
this [your] Institution will gladly respond to any reasonable requests of the 
Bible Society of Virginia, and others at the South, for liberal grants of the Word 
of God.” 

I am instructed to return the thanks of the Board for this offer made by the 
American Bible Society, and for the spirit of kindness in which your letter

For a long time afterwards no requests were received, and no grants made, 

‘because the way seemed closed against us, Finally, at the suggestion of one of 
the Secretaries of this Society, the Maryland State Bible Society reopened the 
intercourse, which has since been occasionally maintained with your Society, and 
with other parties at the South. From the commencement of the war to Decem- 
ber 3d, 1863, that Society has forwarded fifty-seven cases containing 74,184 vol- 
umes, of which 69,650 volumes were from this Society. While the Maryland 
Bible Society has given liberally from its own shelves, it is but just to this Insti- 
tution to add, that of the total number of volumes just mentioned, 22,560 were 
granted to the Maryland auxiliary expressly for its Southern distribution; and 
they in turn have co-operated with us in all possible ways to accomplish the 
same result. The agent of that Society has, at our request, furnished us a detailed 
account of all books forwarded, and in closing it he adds: “ All the above (fifty- 
seven cases) were shipped and carried by Fortress Monroe and City Point at the 
expense of the Federal Government, and of the Norfolk Steam Company. All 
the facilities needed were cheerfully given from the heginning by the United 
States authorities, and in no instance refused. The way is still open. It is 
known with certainty that all the above have reached their destination, except 
the shipment of April 28, and these have been traced to City Point ””—(eight 
cases addressed to the Rev. G. Woodbridge.) The shipping receipts, permits of 
Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War, and other vouchers, are in possession of the 
Maryland Bible Socicty, and their agent will doubtless give any information you 
may ask on the subject. Your attention is also respectfully solicited to the facts 
stated in the enclosed Circular of December 21st, 1863, which show that during 
the previous six months the grants of the American Bible Society for the South 
were about 200,000 volumes, of which 10,000 were Bibles, and nearly the whole 
number were for the Confederate armies in the field.* 

It may be added, that your letter declining to apply to the American Bible 
Society for either sales or grants, was received just when our Board of Managers 
were about to act on your formal request to the Maryland Bible Society, and by 
them referred to us, for “‘the purchase of 25,000 Bibles and 75,000 Testaments.” 
With this statement of facts, the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society are content to rest their case, and to continue, so far as Providence may 
open the way, the good work of the Society, whose “‘sole object shall be to en- 
courage a wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment.”

Within the last six months the following large granis have been made: 20,000 
volumes for the Confederate army in the Mississippi valley (Gen. J. E. John- 
ston’s); 25,000 to the Southern Baptist Sunday School Board ; 50,000 for the Con- 
federate troops in the Southwest (Gen. Bragg’s army), and others; 100,000 to the 
Board of Army Colportage of North Carolina, for troops in the Confederate 
armies, and destitute persons of that State. Various smaller distributions, 
through the Maryland Bible Society and other channels, will bring the grants for 
the South, during the last six months, up to about 200,000 volumes, of which 
nearly 10,000 are Bibles. Most of these are for their armies in the field. 


assures us itis made. But, as far as the Bible Society of Virginia is concerned, 
they beg leave respectfully to decline the offer, inasmuch as they have succeeded 
in making other arrangements to meet their own wants. When for nearly two 
years after the beginning of the war no response was received to such applica- 
tions as we thought we were justified in making, and this silence on the part of 
the American Bible Society seemed to give countenance to the impression made 
upon the public here, that there was unwillingness to correspond with us; and 
that even the Word of God was included in the articles which the United States 
government had declared contraband: the Bible Society of Virginia, in Decem- 
ber, 1862, sent a special agent to England, to seek there the necessary supplies. 
Our agent, the Rev. M. D. Hoge, D.D., has just returned; and on the 3d instant 
appeared before the Board and reported the results of his mission. By his agency, 
such arrangements have been effected with the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
and such facilities secured for shipping, as to satisfy all reasonable demands, 
There exists, therefore, no longer any necessity to apply to the American Bible 
Society for either grants or sales.

Its present corps of teachers, amounting to one hundred and fifty, after encoun- 
tering much opposition and obloquy, are now quietly and earnestly prosecuting their 
blessed work among the Freedmen in Eastern Virginia, North and South Carolina, at 
Washington, D. C., and Arlington Heights—Nashville, Tenn., and along the Missis- 
sippi from St. Louis to New Orleans—vast and rapidly expanding fields. 

As soon as the Rebellion is put down, which we hope a just God will effect 
speedily, there will be a vast field of Missionary enterprise among the Poor Whites. 
The Association makes no distinction in regard tocolor. Its aim is to do good to all. 

Praying that the Lord may bless your ministry, and open your heart to every

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RIT SMITH ON THE PRESIDENTIAL QUESTION. 


Perersoro June 6th 1864. 
MRS. E. CADDY STANTON, New York, 


My pear Cousin, | 
I have your letter. It would be too great labor to 


answer all, who seek to know my choice amongst the Presidential Candidates. But I must answer you. 


Ihave no choice. The first. of September will be time enough for me and for every other person to have 
ue. Intermediate events and changes will be indispensable lessons in our learning who should be the preferred 
Candidate. ‘To commit ourselves in time of War to a candidate one month before it..is necessary, is worse than 
would be a whole year of such prematuréness in time of Peace. Then there is the absorbing, not to say phren- 
-Sying, interest, which attends our important Elections, That, it is phtvpeying. is manifest:from the.scornful-re- 
proach and wild invective, which:the Press is already heaping up on Lincoln and Fremont—both of thenr honest 
and able men and both of them intent on saviug the country: How unwise, nay how insane, to let this absorbing 
and phrensying interest come needlessly early into rivalry with our interest in the one great work of crushing 
the Rebellion! For more than half a year have I frequently and faithfully, both with lips and pen, deprecated 
the premature agitation of the question who should be the chosen Candidate. If therefore the Cleveland and 
Baltimore Conventions shall have the effect to divide the loyal voters so far as to let a Pro-Slavery and sham 
Democrat slip into the Presidency through their divisions, I, at least, shall not be responsible for the ruin that 
may come of it. | : 

My concern whether it shall be Lincoln or Fremont or Chase or Butler or Grant who shall reach the 
Presidential Chair is comparatively very slight. But my concern to keep out of it 'a man, who would make any 
other terms with the Rebels than their absolute submissicn is overwhelming. For any other terms would not 
only destroy our nation, but lessen the sacredness of nationality everywhere, and sadiy damage the most precious 


interests of all mankind. | | 
Since the Rebellion broke out I have been nothing but an Anti-Rebellion man. So unconditionally have 
I gone for putting it down unconditionally, as to make no stipulations in behalf of my most cherished objects 
and dearest interests. And so shall I continue to go. I love the Anti-Slavery cause. Nevertheless I would 
have the Rebellion put down at whatever necessary expense to that Cause. I love the Constitution; and depre- 
cate the making of any even the slightest change in it. Nevertheless I make infinitely less account of saving it 
than of destroying the Rebellion. I love my country. But sooner than see her compromise with the Rebels I 
would see her exhaust herself and perish in her endeavors to defeat their crime—that greatest crime of all the 
ages and all the world. I do not forget that many of my old fellow Abolitionists accuse me of having been 
unfaithful to the Anti-Slavery Cause during the Rebellion. My first answer to them is—that to help suppress 
the Rebellion is the duty which stands nearest to me: and my second answer—that in no way so hig in sup- 
pressing it can the Anti-Slavery Cause or any other good Cause be promoted. There is not a good Cause on 
the earth that has not an enemy in the unmixed and mighty wickedness of this Rebellion. | 


You will rightly infer from what I have said, that my vote will be cast just: where I shall judge it will be 
like to go farthest in keeping a disloyal man out of the Presidency. My definition of a disloyal man includes 
every one who would consent to obtain Peace by concessions to the Rebels—concessions however slight. Should 
the Rebellion be disposed of before the Election I might possibly refuse to vote for any of the present Candi- 
dates. When voting in time of War, and especially such a fearful War as the present, for a Governor or Pres- 
ident, I vote for a leader in the War rather than fora civil ruler. Where circumstances leave me free to 
vote for aman with reference mainly to his qualifications as a civil ruler 1 am, as my voting for thirty years 
proves, very particular how I vote. In 1856 F’remont was in nomination for the Chief Magistracy. I honored 
him—but I did not vote for him. In 1860 Lincoln was nominated for it. I had read his Debate with Senator 
Douglas and I thought well of him. But neither for him did I vote. To-day however I could cheerfully vote 
for either to be the Constitutional Head of the Army and Navy. I go further, and say, that to save the Presi- 
dential Office from going into the hands of one who would compromise with the Rebels, I would vote for a 
candidate far more unsound on Slavery than the severest Abolition critic might judge either Lincoln or Fremont 
to be. But were there no such danger I would sternly refuse to vote for any man who recognizes, either in or 
out of the Constitution, a Law for Slavery, or who would graduate any human rights, natural or political, by the 


color of the skin. 

This disposition to meddle with things hefore their time is one that has manifested itself, and worked 
badly, all the way through the War. The wretched attempts at “ Reconstruction” are an instance of it. “Re- 
construction” should not so much as have been spoken of before the Rebellion was subdued. I hope that by 
that time all loyal men, the various doctrines and crotchets to the re notwithstanding, will be able to see 
that the Seceded States did, practically as well as theoretically, get themselves out of the Union and Na- 
tion—as effectually out as if they had never been in. Our War with Mexieo ended in a Treaty of Peace with 
her. Doubtless our War with the South will end in‘like manner. If we are the conqueror, the Treaty will, I as-. 
sume, be based on the unconditional surrender of the South. And then the South, having again become a por- 
tion of our Nation, Congress will be left as free to ordain the political divisions of her territory, as it was to 
ordain those of the territory we conquered from Mexico. Next in order, Congress will very soon, as I have lit- 
tle doubt, see it to be safe and wise to revive her old State lines. Nevertheless, I trust, that such revival would 
never be allowed until Congress should see it to be clearly safe and wise. We hear much of the remaining Consti- 

“tutional rights of the loyal men in the Seceded States. But they, no more than their rebellious neighbors, have such 
rights. It is true that the Rebellion is their misfortune instead of their crime. Nevertheless it severed every 
olitical cord as well between the Nation and themselves as between the Nation and those rebellious neighbors. 
The Seceded States embarked in a Revolution, which swept away all the a relations of all their people, 
loyal as well as disloyal. Such is the hazard, which no man however good can escape from. If the major part 
or supreme power of his State carries it to destruction, he is carried along with it. A vigilant, informed, active, 
influential member of his body politic does it therefore behove every good man to be. | 


In his haste for “ Reconstruction” the President went forward in it—whereas he is entitled to not the least 
part in it, until Congress has first acted in it. In the setting up of pg | or provisional governments, as we 
proceed in our conquests, his is the controlling voice—for he is the military Head of the Nation. But in regard 
to the setting up of civil governments in the wake of those conquests he is entitled to no voice at all until after 


Congress has spoken. 
Another instance of meddling with things before their time is this slapping of the face of France with the | 
“Monroe Doctrine”. I was about to say that doing so serves but to provoke the enmity of France. There is 


“pe 


however one thing more which it provokes—and that is the ridicule of the world. For us whilst the Rebels are 
still at the throat of our Nation, and may even be at her funeral, to be reselving that we will protect the whole 
Western Continent from the designs of the whole Eastern Continent is as ludicrous a piece of impotent bravado

as ever the world laughed at. : | u 
~~ And still another instance of our foolish prematureness is the big words in which we threaten to punish 
the leaders of the Rebellion. It would be time enough for these big words when we had subdued the 
Rebellion and captured the leaders. In the meantime there should be only big blows. Moreover if we shall suc- 
ceed in getting these leaders into our hands, it will be a question for the gravest consideration whether we should 
not beg their pardo. instead of punishingthem. What was it that stirred up the Rebellion? The spirit of 
Slavery. That alone is the spirit by means of which Southern treason can build up a fire in the Southern heart 
whose flames shall burst out in Rebellion. Slavery gone from the South, and there will never more be Re- 
bellions there to disturb the peace and prosperity in which North and South will ever after dwell together. 
‘Which was the guiltier party in feeding and inflaming that spirit? The Pro-Slavery and. preponderant 
North. The guiltier North it was that had the more responsible part in moulding the leaders of the Rebell- 
ion. Does it then become this guiltier North to be vengeful toward these her own creations—her own children ? 
-—and, what is more, vengeful toward them for the bad spirit which she herself had so large a share in breath- 
ing into, them fae for : i shsesineneiraihibehtihn Sooneall did so much to produce in them ? But I shall be told. 
that the Nort pented of her Bert in upholding Slavery, and thereby furnishing the cause of the Re- 
-bellion; and that the South should have followed her example. But if her repentance did not, come 
until atter the Rebellion broke out, then surely it came too laté to save her from responsibility for, fhe Rebellion, 
Has it however come even yet? I see no proof of it. T'can see none so long as the American people continue 
to trample upon the black man. God can see none. Nor will He stay his desolating judgments so long as the 
American Congress, instead of wiping out penitently and indignantly all Fugitive Slave Statutes, is infatuated 
enough to be still talking of “ the rights of slaveholders” and of this being “a Nation for white men”. Assured 
let us be, that God will never cease from his controversy with this guilty Nation until it shall have ceased from 
its base and blasphemous grad of oe degrading and outraging portions of his one family. The insult 
to Him in the persons of his red and black children, of which Congress was guilty in its Ordinance for the Terri- 
tory of Montana, will yet be punished in blood, if it be not yan washed out in the tears of penitence. And 
this insult too whilst the Nation is under God's blows for like insults! What a silly as well as wicked Congress ! 
And then that such a Congress should continue the policy of providing Chaplains for the Army! Perhaps how- 
ever it might be regarded as particularly fit for such a Congress to do this. Chaplains to pray for our country’s 
success whilst our country continues to perpetrate the most flagrant and diabolical forms of injustice! As if the 
doing of justice were not the indispensable way of praying to the God of Justice! It is idle to imagine that God 
. js on the side of this Nation. Heconnot be withus. For whilst He is every where with justice He is no where 
with injustice. I admit that He is not on the side of the Rebellion. From nothing in all his universe can his 
soul be farther removed than from this most abominable of all abominations. If we succeed in putting it down, 
our success, so far as God is concerned, will be only because He hates the Rebellion even more than He hates 
our wickedness. ‘To expect help from Him in any other point of view than this isabsurd. Aside from this, our 
sole reliance must be, as was. the elder Napoleon’s, on having “ the strongest battalions”. I believe we shall 
succeed—but that it will be only for the reasons I have mentioned—only because we are the stronger party and 
that God is even more against the Rebels than He is against us. How needful however that we guard ourselves 
from confounding success against the Rebellion with the salvation of the Nation! Whether the Nation 
shall be saved is another question than whether the Rebellion shall be suppressed. In the providence of God 
even avery wicked nation may be allowed to become a conqueror—ma ie used to punish another wicked 
nation before the coming of its own turn to be conquered and punished. But a nation, like an individual, can 


be saved only by penitence and justice.

To the Friends of the Freedmen : 


As the Exceutive Committee of the National I'reedman’s Relief Association of the District of Columbia, we 
4 address you in behalf of the large colored population in this city, who have recently been liberated under the Proela- 
mation of the President of the United States, and have made good their escape from the rebellious States. 


For two years past we have been laboring as an Association, to afford these emancipated persons such assistaneé 
and protection as their new condition has required; but their accumulating numbers, and the entire inadequacy of 
our means to mect their wants, compel us to call upon the friends of the colored race in the North to come to our 
} assistance aud assume a large share of this benevolent work. 


It is estimated that there are now in this city and vicinity some 10,000 emancipated persons. This number 
has been rapidly inereasing during the recent movements of General Grant’s army in the South, and they are niuw 
arriving here, through our lines, at the rate of about 1,000 per week. This immieration will probably continue to 
some extent till the close of the war. Their first necessity is instruction; primary instruction in common schools. 
Justice to these poor people requires of, us that we should not only furnish them an asylum from their oppressors, 
but that we should do something to improve their mental and moral condition, and thus in some measure endeavor 
to repair the wrongs we have aided in inflicting upon them by our complicity in the sin of slavery. We must protect 
ourselves also, and society at large, from whatever of ignoranee and viee they may bring with them from the land of 
their degradation and suffering. :

sibilities of free citizens of the country. We are urged to this work on their behalf by considerations of prudence, 
as well as of justice and humanity. 


We call upon the benevolent people of the North to assume this werk here at the Capital of the nation. The 
means for accomplishing it are, for obvious reasons, not to be obtained in this city. This Distriet was but recently 
slaveholding territory, and this city not long since « mart of trade in human chattels. Hmaneipation was involun- 
tary on the part of the owners of slaves, and consequently much of the spirit and prejudices of a slaveholding com- 
munity remain here. ‘The laborers in this good work must come from abroad. If it is done at all, it will probably 
be, in a great measure, accomplished by those who have Jong sympathized with the bondman in his condition and 
have been laboring for his deliverance. To this class of our fellow-citizens, especially, we make this appeal; they 

will appreciate our endeavors in this call upon their charity, and will, we doubt not, respond cheerfully to the claims 
of the treedmen upon them.

The object of this Circular is to invite individuals and associations in the several States to establish Schools 
nud Missions here, under their own care and control, and at their own expense, for the instruction and general 
improvement of the so-called contrabands of this city. 


We have taken measures by which a census of our colored population will be obtained, and the different wards 
divided into suitable distriets, ready to be assigned to those who may come to us here from the several States to 
establish schools. We ask you to send us the men and the women who have a heart to devote themselves to this 
object, and whom you will supply with the necessary means of successfully pursuing it. This is eminently a national 
work. ‘The citizens of the several States have a common interest in the future of these people, and a common 
obligation binds us to protect and assist them. Washington, in the present state of the country, is naturally the 
ereat centre towards which this exodus of freedinen will continue to flow. ITere, more than at any other point in 
the country, their capacity for freedom and their fitness to enjoy the rights and privileges of white men will be 
severely tested and criticised. Here, failure or success will be known of all men. This need be no experiment, if 
we afford them the opportunities for improvement which every child of the poorest white man enjoys at the public 


expense.

This plan of dividing the work among the several States we think has many advantages. If generally adopted, 
it will secure abundant pecuniary means, and the right sort of men and women to occupy the entire field. These 
schools and mis-ions will exert a moral power here, which will afford protection and guardianship to these unwelcome 
strangers in a great city. Such an enterprise, successfu!ly conducted atthe Capital, in view of the Representatives of 
all parts of our country, will give importance to the cause of the freedman’s elevation, and excite a more general 


interest in their improvement everywhere. 


Among these schools and missions we should hope to see a generous spirit of emulation prevail, under the 
influence of which they would rise to a high degree of efficiency and usefulness. Much would be done, further- 
more, to protect this great and over- crowded Capital from the vice and crime which must be largely increased if no 
decisive measures are taken for the mental and moral improvement of these people. 


We invite, then, such Associations and individuals as have money and labor to bestow upon this work, to unite 
their means in each State and occupy this field at once. Let there be soon established here the New York, the 
Pennsylvania, the Ohio, and the Messachusetts Mission Schools, and so on, till the list of States is complete. In 
many of our districts buildings can be rented, and work furnished to teachers, who can come here and sustain a 
school ; in others, money is required to erect buildings, before anything hopeful and permanent can be done. Those

Tue undersigned, Trustees of St. John’s Independent Methodist Church, 41st Street, near 6th Avenue, 
New York, respectfully ask your attention to the following facts in regard to the Church of which we are Trustees : 


I. This‘Church‘is m the strictest sense a Misston Church, having been started in a part of the city where 
there were then few Churches, and without a house of worship, or a dollar to meet expenses. ‘Trusting in God we set 
up our banner in a’ public hall, corner of 39th Street and Broadway in June, 1858, with 14 communicants (4 males and 
10females) and with 4 teachers, and 17 scholars in the Sabbath School; and we ‘have toiled on for six years, without 
a dollar from any Missionary Association, or any appeal, to the Christian public for aid. 


: II. Three years ago we reached a point where it was;evident that we must either go forward and build a 
house of worship or disband. Not being able to raise funds to purchase lots and build thereon, a /ease was procured 
for three lots of ground for 63 years, at.an annual rent of $750. » With great effort, about $8,000 were secured, mostly 
among: ourselves, anda loan obtained: for the balance; enabling us ‘to erect a plain, but tasteful, brick Church, 
costing about $20.000. thy iti
